The congressman then discussed 
at some length the recent record of 
the Republican party on the ques­ 
tion of protection, public revenue and 
trade extension. 
He repeated the

to support the government.

over four months the law was de­ 
bated and considered iu the senate, 
and during all that time foreign 
goods were being imported under the 
low tariff and free trade of the Wil­ 
son bill.

flooded the marked, and importations 
were very small for many months. 
As the stocks of imported goods de­ 
creased, the importations gradually 
approached to normal amount, and 
in February 
1808, the receipts of 
government from tariffs and internal 
revenues 
exceeded 
the 
expenses. 
Since then the duties on imports and 
the ordinary internal revenue taxes 
had brought into the treasury $lb,- 
000,000 more than the running e x ­ 
penses of the government 
Those 
computations were exclusive of re­ 
ceipts from war revenue sources and 
bond sales, as well a* war expenses. 
The record of the nations’s foreign 
commerce under the first year of the 
Dingley law was the most satisfac 
tory in the history of the country. 
The exports exceeded $1,200,000,000 
and the imports were $000,000,000, 
leaving a balance of trade of $000,- 
000,000, by far the largest ever known.

sequently Russia brought great Influ­ 
ence to bear upon the Chinese govern­ 
ment to prevent the carrying out of 
the terms of the contract.

Washington, Oct. 2(5. -The 
U nit'd 
States supreme court decided the Joint 
Traffic 
association 
railroad 
case in 
favor of the United States and against 
the railroads. 
The case is considered one of the | 
most Important that has ever conn* be­ 
fore the supreme court, not only to 
the railroads, but to the general pub­ 
lic, and because of the vast railway 
properties represented 
by the traffle 
association. 
Tin* 
association 
was 
formed on Nov. IP, 1SP5. by thirty one 
railways, representing the great trunk 
lines and their network of branches. 
The purpose of rhe association, as 
stated In the articles of agreement, 
was “to establish and maintain rea­ 
sonable and just rates, fares and regu­ 
lations on state and Interstate triflic.” 
A similar association, on a smaller 
scale, was established among South 
western roads, known as the Trans* 
Missouri association. 
These associations were soon a t­ 
tacked in the 
courts on 
the ground 
that they were 
in 
violation of the 
Sherman anti-trust law, and also of 
the 
inter-state 
commerce 
law. The 
Trans-Missouri 
first 
reached 
the 
United States supreme court, where, 
in a notable opinion, the court held 
that the association was illegal, being 
in effect a combination in restraint of 
trade and commerce, and therefore 
violative of the anti-trust law. 
Although the Missouri case was con­ 
sidered somewhat of a test, yet the 
Joint Traffic association prepared to 
make a stubborn contest in support of 
its existence. The case against it was 
begun on Jan. 7, 185M}, In the United 
States circuit court for the Southern 
district of 
New 
York, the United 
States being complainant and the a t­ 
torney general directing its course. 
The case went against the government 
in the lower courts, the circuit court 
dismissing the hill, and the court of 
appeals atlirming the dismissal. The 
government appealed 
to 
the United 
States supreme court. 
The main contention of the govern­ 
ment was that the traffic agreement is 
a combination to prevent competition, 
thus constituting 
a 
contract in re­ 
straint of trade and commerce. The 
answer of the association maintained 
the legality of the association on the 
ground that the vast needs of com­ 
merce require Joint action, and that 
such action insures uniform and just 
rates and prevents secret and unjust 
discrimination. 
Justice Peckham announced tbe de­ 
cision. He said that the court could 
distinguish no difference between this 
case and that of the Trans-Missouri 
case, decided a year ago, which was 
decided against the railroads. He said 
the only new jvoint involved was as to 
the constitutionality of the anti-trust 
act. The court had reached the con­ 
clusion that as railroad corporations 
performed 
duties 
of a 
semi-public 
character, it was within the constitu­ 
tional power of congress to regulate 
them as provided by the anti-trust act. 
The opinion, which was very brief, 
was concurred in by Chief Justice Ful­ 
ler and 
Justices 
Harlan, 
Brewer, 
Brown and Peckham. 
Four justices 
dissented, 
namely,

Eleven dead negroes, one dead white 
man and one negro and three white 
men seriously wounded is the result at 
this writing of the bloody w ar being 
waged between the white and black 
rm cs in the ITarpersville neighbor­ 
hood in this (Scotti county. Several of 
the rioters have been captured and 
lodged in jail at Forest, but the others 
escaped 
into 
tlie 
swamps. 
Large 
crowds of white men are in close pur­ 
suit, however, and 
more 
names are 
hourly expected to be added to the 
death list. It is is impossible to ob­ 
tain a full list of the killed, for the rea­ 
son that some of the negroes were 
shot down in the woods and hurriedly 
buried by the whites where they fell. 
A member of the posse said that he 
helped bury the negroes in trenches, 
but neither himself nor any one in tils 
crowd knew their names, and they did 
not care enough about them to in­ 
quire. Gov. McLaurin went to Harri- 
sonvillo last night and appealed to tlie 
whites not to 
Mole*t t h e P r i s o n e r * 
In the custody of the sheriff. The gov­ 
ernor’s talk had a good effin’t on the 
majority of those in the crowd, but 
some of the hot-headed members did 
not relish the governor’s interference, 
but he finally persuaded the crowd to 
permit the sheriff to take the prisoners 
to Jail. Sheriff Stephenson bas placed 
additional guards at the Forest jail to 
prevent the lynching of 
the rioters 
now in custody. Two negroes who are 
under arrest have made full confes­ 
sions. 
Tlie funeral of the murdered officer, 
Sibley, occurred at Harpersville yes­ 
terday, and was attended by hundreds 
of people. 
It is reported here that 
two of the murdered man’s brothers 
Are on their way from his home in 
Yazoo county a t the head of a large 
crowd bound for the scene of the race 
war. It is feared that when they ar­ 
rive a determined and successful as­ 
sault will be made on the Forest jail 
and all of the rioters confined therein 
lynched. 
Later—-Sheriff Stephenson considered 
the situation so serious last night that 
he decided to take the prisoners to 
Meridian for safekeeping.

RIVAL OF AGUINALDO 


W ashington, Oct. 2(5.—The United 
States suprem e court decided the Joint 
Traffic 
association 
railroad 
case In 
favor of the United States and against 
die railroads. 
The case is considered one of the 
most im portant th at has ever come be­ 
fore the suprem e court, not only to 
the railroads, but to the general pub­ 
lic, and because of the vast railway 
properties represented 
by the traffic 
association. 
The 
association 
was 
formed on Nov. Ii). 1895. by thirty-one 
railways, representing the great trunk 
lines and their network of branches. 
The purpose of the association, as 
stated in the articles of agreement, 
was “to establish and m aintain rea­ 
sonable and just rates, fares and regu­ 
lations on state and interstate traffic.” 
A sim ilar association, on a sm aller 
scale, w as established among South 
w estern roads, known as the Trans- 
Missouri association. 
These associations were soon a t­ 
tacked In the 
courts on 
the ground 
th at they were 
In 
violation of the 
Sherman anti-trust law, aud also of 
the 
Inter-state 
commerce law . The 
Trans-M issouri 
first 
reached 
the 
United States supreme court, where, 
In a notable opinion, the court held 
th at the association w as Illegal, being 
in effect a combination In restraint of 
.trade and commerce, and therefore 
violative of tho anti-trust lnw. 
Although the Missouri case was con­ 
sidered som ewhat of a test, yet the 
Joint Traffic association prepared to 
m ake a stubborn contest in support of 
its existence. The case against it w as 
begun on Jan. 7, 1896, In the United 
States circuit court for the Southern 
district of 
New 
York, tile United 
States being com plainant and the a t­ 
torney general directing its course. 
The case w ent against the government 
in the lower courts, the circuit court 
dism issing the bill, and the court of 
appeals affirming the dismissal. The 
governm ent appealed 
to 
the United 
States supreme court. 
The m ain contention of the govern­ 
m ent w as that the traffic agreem ent is 
a combination to prevent competition, 
thus constituting 
a 
contract in re­ 
strain t of trade and commerce. The 
answ er of the association m aintained 
the legality of the association on the 
ground th at the vast needs of com­ 
m erce require joint action, and th at 
such action insures uniform and ju st 
rates and prevents secret and unjust 
discrim ination. 
Justice Peck ham announced the de­ 
cision. H e Raid that the court could 
distinguish no difference between this 
case and th at of the Trans-M issouri 
case, decided a year ago, which was 
decided against the railroads. He said 
the only new point involved was as to 
the constitutionality of the anti-trust 
aet. The court had reached the con­ 
clusion th at as railroad corporations 
perform ed duties of a semi public 
character, it w as w ithin the constitu­ 
tional power of congress to regulate 
them as provided by the auti-trust act. 
The opinion, which w as very brief, 
w as concurred in by Chief Justice F ul­ 
ler 
and 
Justices 
H arlan, 
Brewer, 
Brown and Peckhnm. 
Four Justices 
dissented, 
namely, 
Justices 
Field, 
Gray, Shires and W hite. Justice Mc­ 
K enna took no part in the case, as the 
prosecution of 
the 
case w as begun 
w hile he w as attorney general.

It is is impossible to ob­ 
tain a full list of the killed, for the rea­ 
son th at some of the negroes were- 
shot down In the wood* and hurriedly 
burled by the w hites w here they fell. 
A m em ber of the posse said th at he 
helped bury tile negroes In trenches, 
but neither himself nor any one in hi* 
crowd knew their names, and they did 
not care enough about them to In­ 
quire. Gov. M cLaurin w ent to H arri­ 
sonville last night and appealed to th e 
whites not to 
Mole«t the Prtanner* 
in the custody of the sheriff. The gov­ 
ernor’s talk had a good effect on th e 
m ajority of those In the crowd, but 
some of the hot-headed-m em bers did 
not relish the governor’s Interference, 
but lie finally persuaded the crowd to 
perm it the sheriff to take the prisoners 
to jail. Sheriff Stephenson has placed 
additional guards at the Forest jail to 
prevent the lynching of 
the rioters 
now in custody. Two negroes who are 
under arrest have made full confess 
si ons. 
The funeral of the m urdered officer, 
Sibley, occurred a t H arpersville yes­ 
terday, and w as attended by hundreds 
of people.

o f the discussion. The St. Ja m es Ga­ 
zette says:

I. 
By General Law s 1897, chapter 175, it 
Is proposed to 
amend 
Article 
Beven, 
Section eight, of tho Constitution. 
The section as now existing read* as 
follows: 
“Section 8. The legislature may, not­ 
withstanding anything In this article, pro­ 
vide by law that any woman at the age 
of twenty-one years and upward, may 
vote at any election held for tho pur­ 
pose of choosing any officers for schools. 
or upon any measure relating to schools, 
and m ay also provide that 
any 
such 
woman shall be eligible to hold any office 
pertaining solely to the m anagement of 
schools.’’ 
It is proposed by the said chapter to 
amend the same so as to read as follows: 
“Sec. 8. Women may vote for school 
officers and members of library boards, 
and shall be eligible to hold uny office 
pertaining to the management of schools 
or libraries.

“Any woman of the age or twenty-one 
years and upward, and possessing the 
qualifications requisite' to a male voter, 
m ay vote at any election held for the 
purpose of choosing any 
officers 
of 
schools or any members or library beards, 
or upon any measure relating to schools 
or libraries, and shall be eligible to hold 
any office pertaining to the m anagement 
of schools and libraries.’’

Instead “of a majority of voters present 
and voting,” as provided by the original 
section of the Constitution. The existing 
Constitution may be amended as decided 
In Dayton vs. City of Bt. Paul, 22 Minn. 
400, though the amendment receive less 
than a majority of the votes cast at an 
election for other purposes held at the 
sam e time and place. By the proposed 
amendment the rule will, lf the same is 
adopted, be so changed a* to require the 
vote of a majority or all the electors vot­ 
ing at such election.

shall take judicial notice thereof. Such 
charter so deposited may be amended by

again. Yesterday I made a trip over 
to tho division hospital, to see two of 
the boys who are sick from our com­ 
pany. 
H ie hospital consists of eight 
or ten largm buildings, made of wood, 
aud all facing toward a court in the 
centre. 
The buildings are wide and 
airy. 
The cots are lined up on each 
side of tho walls, everything looks 
nice and clean. 
Of course, a great 
many of the nurses do not know a 
thing about nursing the sick, while 
others are very good. 
There is Moth 
iug like having a woman to nurse the 
fever cases, then a grout many of the 
boys who die now could be saved. 
There are many patients in the hos­ 
pital, nearly four hundred, and one 
or two deaths every day. 
I enjoy taking a walkover evening, 
as this is the finest part of the day. 
I walked down tho water front a little 
while ago and watched a dress parade 
of the Oregon regiment. 
It was very 
good, except the band. 
We have the 
tine band, the 13th regiment, tho best 
in Manila. 
When we heard that our 
band leader Watson was dead, it was 
a great sorrow to us; because he was 
a tine leader and a line man. 
Pay day is late as usual. 
We have 
not received a cent of money for a 
long time aud as usual everyone is 
broke. 
I suppose you have read a 
great deal iii the newspapers about 
the German lleet making us a lot of 
trouble. 
As yet, they have done 
nothing hostile. 
There is no danger 
of their doiug so. 
In the open space, 
where the Oregon regiment held its 
drill, there was a very different scene 
two years ago. 
There was placed 
along the road, at intervals of ton or 
twenty feet, an insurgent leader. 
In 
front of the leaders, a Spanish squad 
of six soldiers were drawn up. 
At a 
given signal, the bauds began to play, 
and the crack of the rifles rang out, 
and the insurgents dropped dead. It 
is said that this was a great B h o w , and 
everyone turned out to see it. 
Today, the first Monday of Sep­ 
tember, the schools must be starting 
up, and the University must be open 
ing. 
I wish I could be there. 
Still, 
would not miss this experience for 
two years of my life. 
This is some­ 
thing that does not happen every 
day—to travel 20,000 miles and go 
through the war successfully. 
I hope you are all well. Give my 
love to mamma aud the girls.

A S cien tific P ic t u r e R ook . 
One of the latest Parisian scientific 
toys is a picture book in which the ear 
as well as the eye is appealed to. 
It is 
a book of animals, and each animal u t­ 
ters Its own characteristic cry. 
The 
title of the book is the "Llvre d’Images 
parlantes” or book of speaking pic­ 
tures. 
M. Leroy contributes to Iaa Na­ 
ture a description of this new toy. 
The pictures represent the most fa­ 
miliar domestic animals and each ani­ 
mal speaks its own language. 
To 
cause It to break silence, nothing is 
necessary but to pull a little string at 
the edge of the book. 
In the book are to be seen a rooster, 
a cow, a lamb, little birds in their nest, 
a donkey, a cuckoo, a goat. On the 
last page are children who are wel­ 
coming their parents. 
By pulling the string at the right 
page, the cry of any particular creature 
is elicited. 
The listener hears the don­ 
key heehaw and the rooster crow. The 
crowing is very well imitated. 
The 
string Is pulled again, and the lamb 
bleats, the birds twitter, the cuckoo 
sings, the cow moos, or the little chil­ 
dren call out "papa” and “ mamma.” 
These interesting results are obtain­ 
ed very simply by the aid of small bel­ 
lows placed in a box hidden in the 
hook. When the string i« pulled, the 
air enters the corresponding bellows, 
and is thence expelled by a spring. 
The air makes Its exit through a spe­ 
cial tube appropriate for each cry, and 
at the same time the bellows meet with 
certain obstacles placed on the wire. 
These arrangements have been careful­ 
ly studied with a view’ to producing the 
proper effects.

land canal were extended 235 feet it 
was supposed that they would fully 
meet any demand to 
be made upon 
them in the succeeding hundred years. 
Today there are more large craft on 
these waters approaching 400 feet in 
length than those of 300 feet and less, 
and many exceed the greater figure— 
running, some of them, even up to 4C0 
feet. 
'1 he same increase and concentra­ 
tion is also witnessed among the rail­ 
roads. 
Heavier roadbeds 
and rails, 
and more capacious rolling stock, are 
everywhere observed, and the locomo­ 
tive has reached a degree of develop­ 
ment as regards size,weight,power and 
economy little dreamed of a generation 
ago. 
A very striking illustration of this 
concentration of power was afforded 
recently by a train hauled over the 
Hennslyvania railroad between Altoo­ 
na and Columbia, which consisted of 
130 cars, was nearly three-quarters of 
a mile in length and that weighed 5,330 
tons. 
It w’as made up as follows: Lo­ 
comotive, 118 tons; other rolling stock, 
1,519 tons; freight (coal), 3,693 tons.

the center one being 240 feet long and 
the two end pontoons 135 feet. 
The 
pumping and 
controlling machinery 
ronsists of eight horizontal centrifugal 
circulating pumps, placed four in each 
wall of the dock. 
These pumps have 
arge vertical shafts geared by means 
of bevel wheels and horizontal shafts 
to two sets of compound engines of 
125-horse-power each, which are placed 
on a deck near the top of the walls. 
There are four engines in all and each 
of them drives two fifteen-inch centri­ 
fugal pumps, the whole machinery be­ 
ing capable of lifting a ship of about 
11.000 tons displacement clear of the 
water in about two and one-half hours.

One of the manufactured vegetable 
products of Austria, an article prob­ 
ably altogether unknown on this side 
of the Atlantic, is potato flour. United 
States Consul Mahin, at Reichenberg, 
calls attention to it in one of his re­ 
cent reports, and says that it is used 
there in many lines of bakery and 
confectionery, 
where we 
use wheat 
iflour, besides being employed In cases 
where corn starch, which is not known 
|in Austria, is made use of by us. 
It is 
jadmirably adapted to cake baking, as it 
fcomes out beautifully white and light. 
It is considerably cheaper than w’heat 
fflour, selling for about $3.50 per 100 
pounds, "whereas 
wheat 
flour costs 
about $5. 
The process of manufactur­ 
ing this article is quite simple. 
The 
potatoes are washed, put in rapidly ro- 
'tatlng machines set with teeth 
and 
then crushed in such manner that the 
starch is separated 
from 
the cells 
which contain it. 
W ater sweeps the 
extricated starch into vessels, where 
it settles on the bottom. 
Then it goes 
through a refining process, and is fin­ 
ally dried in a machine specially con­ 
structed for that purpose.

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Concentration of Power* 
The close of the present century to. 
marked by a tendency in the engin­ 
eering 
world 
toward 
concentration 
of energy and material. 
A quarter 
of a century since a craft 
IOO feet 
long was almost a rarity on the great 
lakes, and when the locks of the Wel­ 
land canal were extended 236 feet it 
was supposed that they would fully 
meet any demand to 
be made upon 
them in the eucceedlng hundred years. 
Today there are more large craft on 
these waters approaching 400 feet in 
length than those of 300 feet and less, 
and many exceed the greater figure— 
running, some of them, even up to 460 
feet. 
The same increase and concentra­ 
tion Is also witnessed among the rail­ 
roads. 
Heavier roadbeds 
and rails, 
and more capacious rolling stock, are 
everywhere observed, and the locomo­ 
tive has reached a degree of develop­ 
ment as regards size,weight,power and 
economy little dreamed of a generation 
ago. 
A very striking illustration of this 
concentration of power was afforded 
recently by a train hauled over the 
Pennslyvania railroad between Altoo­ 
na and Columbia, which consisted of 
130 cars, was nearly three-quarters of 
a mile in length and that weighed 5,330 
tons. 
It was made up as follows: Lo­ 
comotive, 118 tons; other rolling stock, 
1,519 tons; freight (coal), 3,693 tons.

A Scientific Picture Book* 
One of the latest Parisian scientific 
toys Is a picture book in which the ear 
as well as the eye is appealed to. It is 
a book of animals, and each animal ut­ 
ters its own characteristic cry. The 
title of the book is the “Livre d'lmages 
Parlantes” or book of speaking pic­ 
tures. M. Leroy contributes to La Na­ 
ture a description of this new toy. 
The pictures represent the most fa­ 
miliar domestic animala and each ani­ 
mal speaks its own language. 
To 
canoe it to break silence, nothing is 
necessary but to pull a little string at 
the edge of the book. 
In the book are to be seen a rooster, 
a cow, a lamb, little birds in their nest, 
a donkey, a cuckoo, a goat. On the 
last page are children who are wel­ 
coming their parents. 
By pulling the string at the right 
page, the cry of any particular creature 
la elicited. The listener hears the don­ 
key heehaw and the rooster crow. The! 
crowing is very well Imitated. 
The 
string is pulled again, and the lamb 
bleats, the birds twitter, the cuckoo 
sings, the cow moos, or the little chil­ 
dren call out “papa” and “mamma.” 
These interesting results are obtain­ 
ed very simply by the aid of small bel­ 
lows placed in a box hidden in the 
hook. When the string la pulled, the 
air enters the corresponding bellows, 
and la thence expelled by a spring. 
The air makes its exit through a spe­ 
cial tube appropriate for each cry, and 
at the same time the bellows meet with 
certain obstacles placed on the wire. 
These arrangements have been careful­ 
ly studied with a view to producing the 
proper effects. 


A Floating Dry Dock. 
The great floating dock recently con­ 
structed for the Vulcan company, Stet­ 
tin, Germany, by Messrs. Swan Sc Hun­ 
ter of Wallsend, Newcaatle-on-Tyne, 
surpasses in capacity the floating dock 
built by the same firm for the Spanish 
government and now in operation at 
Havana. The remarkable achievement 
of towing it successfully across the At­ 
lantic ocean is fresh in the public 
mind, says the Scientific American.

the center one being 240 feet long and 
the two end pontoons 135 feet. The 
pumping and 
controlling machinery 
consists of eight horizontal centrifugal 
circulating pumps, placed four in each 
wall of the dock. These pumps have 
arge vertical shafts geared by means 
of bevel wheels and horizontal shafts 
to two sets of compound engines of 
125-horse-power each, which are placed 
on a deck near the top of th# walla.

Each 
engine is supplied by a large, horizont­ 
al multi-tubular marine boller which is 
placed in the walls in close proximity 
to it.

United 
States Consul M&hln, at Reichenberg, 
calls attention to it in one of his re­ 
cent reports, and says that it is used 
there in many lines of bakery and 
confectionery, 
where we 
use wheat 
jflour, besides being employed in cases 
where corn starch, which is not known 
|ln Austria, is made use of by us. 
It is 
{admirably adapted to cake baking, as it 
tomes out beautifully white and light 
considerably cheaper than wheat 
selling for about $3.50 per IOO 
pounds, whereas 
wheat 
flour costa 
about $5. 
The process of m&nufactur 
ing this article Is quite simple. 
The 
potatoes are washed, put In rapidly ro­ 
tating machines set with teeth 
andl 
then crushed in such manner that the 
starch Is separated 
from 
the cells 
which contain it. 
W ater sweeps the 
extricated starch into vessels, where 
lit settles on the bottom. 
Then It goes 
through a refining process, and la fln- 
'ally dried in a machine specially con­ 
structed for that purpose.

Movable Fixtures. 
We cannot but believe that much 
every way would be gained if in all 
of our poultry houses the “ fixings” 
were movable. 
The roosts especially 
should be so constructed that 
they 
may be easily taken down and cleaned. 
This will also make it easy to clean 
out the henhouse. 
It takes but a few 
minutes to do the work when 
the 
roosts and other obstacles have been 
tak~*i out of doors. 
We have movable 
roosts constructed in the 
following 
manner: 
Two long, low “ horses” are 
lixed with slits in the top of the cross 
pieces, into which the roosts can he 
dropped. 
Each horse is ten feet long. 
If we want the roosts two feet apart 
this will give 
us five 
roosts. 
The 
roosts are square at the ends, so as to 
fall easily into the square grooves. 
Each roost is twelve feet long. 
This 
makes sitting room for a large flock 
of fowls. 


Sprouting 
Potatoes.— W hile 
the 
sprouting of potatoes under ordinary 
conditions is very objectionable, they 
may be so sprouted as to materially 
advance their earliness. 
This Is done 
by placing them, stem end down, In 
single layers in shallow trays on the 
floor, in a light and moderately warm 
room. 
Thus placed they will send out 
short, stubby, green sprouts which will 
remain 
in tiiat condition for weeks. 
Such potatoes, planted without break­ 
ing the sprouts, will grow immediately 
and produce an early crop. 


The kitchen garden is not usually 
appreciated for the reason 
that 
the 
farmer does not keep an account of 
its returns. 


Overproduction of poultry. 
Overproduction of poultry and Afrgt 
is a possibility, but that such h&t at 
any time occurred is doubtful, says the 
Poultry Keeper. 
The fear that the 
market may be overstocked has de­ 
terred some from venturing largely in 
poultry, but such 
fears 
have never 
been realized. 
It is not unusual 
to 
find the market full at all times, not j 
only of poultry and eggs, but of all ; 
kinds of produce; 
though there is a 
great difference in quality. It has been j 
said of butter that thero was no inter- j 
mediate kind, as butter was either good 
or bad. 
If not of the best quality, it 
was of no value; and if but little in­ 
ferior to the best, thero was no place 
for it whatever. 
Such may be said of 
eggs also, and It may be extended to j 
poultry. 
Quality regulates the prices. 
A difference of only one cent a pound 
on poultry or a dozen eggs seems in­ 
significant, but when a large business 
is conducted tho difference is great. 
As long as there are several prices for 
the products the market is overstocked 
with the lowest priced articles only.

Movable Fixtures. 
We cannot but believe that much 
every way would be gained lf in all 
of our poultry houses the “fixings” 
were movable. 
The roosts especially 
should be so constructed that 
they
